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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment received on 02/03/2005 has been reviewed and considered with the 
following results: 

As to the objection to the drawings, Applicant's revision of the drawings has overcome 
the objection, as such; the objection has been withdrawn. 

As to the objections to the specification, Applicant's amendments of the specification 
have overcome the objections, as such; the objections to the specification have been withdrawn.

REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest a timing generator (200 in instant 
Fig. 3), and a method for generating a timing signal by delaying a reference signal as much as a 
predetermined time, as recited in claims 1 and 9, having specific structural limitations such as a 
modulating unit (30, which is also shown in detailed as Fig. 5) for modulating the frequency of 
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the reference signal generated by the reference signal generating unit (10), wherein the 
modulating unit modulates the period of the reference signal (T4 in instant Fig. 4A) and the 
period of the noise (Fig. 4B) caused by the reference signal, it changes the timing at which the 
noise affects the oscillating signal, thus it is possible to prevent the period of the oscillating 
signal from being absorbed to the period of the reference signal (see specification paragraph 41); 
and being configured in combination with the rest of the limitations of the base claims and any 
intervening claims. 

Claim 8 is similar allowed; note the above reasons for allowance.
